ASI credi 
card usage 
questioned

Associated Students Inc. board mem- 
bers are questioning corporate credit card 
charges by ASI President Sandra 
Schlemmer. 

Members of the board have also addressed 
what they described as a lack of clear credit 
card spending guidelines in ASI bylaws. 

One ASI member questioned an Aug. 6 
credit card receipt from Sacramento’s Old 
Spaghetti Factory, where Schlemmer spent 
$75 treating members of CSU, Bakersfield’s 
student government to dinner. 

“Do you think the students of this uni- 
versity would want to see our president 
take other people out to lunch on student 
funds?” said the ASI member, who re- 
quested anonymity. 

Schlemmer said she obtained permis- 


sion from ASI Executive Director Carol - 


Ackerson for the Bakersfield expenditure. 

Schlemmer’s ASI credit card receipts, 
obtained by the State Hornet, also reveal a 
June 16 charge to Sacramento’s El Torito 
restaurant in the amount of $15.87. 

Schlemmer said she and Jennifer Helms, 
director of Arts and Letters, had dinner at 
El Torito, where she and Helms discussed 
ASI business. 

“She was the only one at that time who 
was going to be new on the board,”

ASI board 
to take 
another 
look at 
resolution

Members of the Associated Students Inc. 
board of directors will be taking a second 
look at a controversial resolution passed 
two weeks ago when they meet again on 
Wednesday. 

The resolution, which condemned “cam- 
pus organizations” and “campus publica- 
tions ” for spreading misinformation, offi- 
cially placed the board in opposition to 
students circulating petitions to force a 
recall election of ASI President Sandra 
Schlemmer and Executive Vice President 
Shannon Hughes. It passed on a 6-2 vote, 
with two abstentions, despite questions 
raised about the legality of it being placed 
on the board’s agenda for Oct. 22. 

The state Education Code, which con- 
trols the actions of the governing boards of 
student body associations, prohibits action 
from being taken on any item without a 
waiting period of at least one week. The 
resolution had been added to the Oct. 22 
agenda slightly more than 24 hours before 
the meeting. 

According to Schlemmer, Carol 
Ackerson, the ASI executive director, asked 
that the resolution be placed on the agenda. 
Schlemmer said the resolution is being re- 
visited to remove any doubts about its legal 
status. She said she felt the board’s actions 
were legal because of what she called the

Peer court needs help tracking

John Barris, an instructor at Cordova 
High School, needs CSUS student help 
to track juvenile offenders after sentenc- 
ing. 

Barris made his plea to some 30 mem- 
bers of the American Criminal Justice As- 
sociation Wednesday while he explained 
the new Sacramento County Peer Court 
Program. 

“T’m looking for people to stop other people 
from going bad,” said Barris. 

The program is modeled after a program 
in Placer County in which juvenile offend- 


the CSU chancellor’s office in Long Beach. 

“The student representative will take part 
incollective bargaining, expressing students’ 
input in how faculty and staff receive ben- 
efits,” said David Shorey, California State 
Students Association representative for 
CSUS. 

There are no specific requirements for the 


job, but an interest in collective bargaining 


affairs, a willingness to listen and an interest 


ers are tried by their peers, Barris said. 

According to Barris, each position in the 
courtroom will be handled by a teen-ager, 
except for the judge, so the sentencing will be 
legal. 

The Sacramento County district attorney’s 
office, the public defender’s office and the 
Sacramento County Probation Office all have 
agreed to support the program. Each will 
provide a professional from its office to guide 
and teach his or her counterpart in the Peer 
Court Program, said Barris. 

Teen-agers will serve as jurors, deciding 
the sentencing of the accused. According to 
Barris, teen-agers are tougher on their peers 
than their adult counterparts. 


in speaking up for students’ issues would be 
helpful for applicants, Shorey said. 

The representatives’ duties will include 
meeting with CSSA to write resolutions re- 
flecting student interests in the negotiations.

Barris’ words struck one CSUS student in 
particular. He, too, feels the program will be 
effective. 

“The program can really affect the lives of 
these teen-agers,” said Tana Ramey, a gradu- 
ate student in criminal justice. “They can be

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emergency nature of the resolution. 
The emergency, said Schlemmer, 
was responding to an editorial by 
the State Hornet that endorsed the 
efforts of the recall movement. 

This isn’t the first time ques- 
tions about the legalities of board 
action have been asked. In April 
1993, a group calling itself the Stu- 
dent Coalition for Diversity sent a 
letter to the board saying actions 
the board had taken in closing the 
university recycling program vio- 
lated open-meeting laws. 

The group said the board, when 
it passed a resolution to close the 
recycling program, violated the law 
by not waiting at least one week 
before taking action after the reso- 
lution was added to the agenda. 
What action, if any, the board took 
in response to the letter was un- 





known at press time. Rite Tyak, 
office manager for ASI, said she 
was searching the organization’s 
records to determine what response 
the 1992-93 ASI board gave about 
the letter. 

ASI maintains it does not have to 
comply with the restrictions of the 
Brown Act, as the student organi- 
zation is non-profit. The Brown Act 
requires a minimum 72 hours of 
public notice before action can be 
taken on non-emergency items. ASI 
officials, including Ackerson and 
Schlemmer, have also said the or- 
ganization is not bound by the state 
Education Code. 

A search of the state Senate’s 
archives reveals that SB 2286, 
signed into law in 1984 by then- 
governor George Deukmeyjian, 
amended the Education Code to 
specifically include student body 
organizations. 


According to the bill’s language, 
its provisions are applicable to “stu- 
dent body organizations of the cam- 
puses of the California State Uni- 
versity.” 

Section 89922 of the code does 
allow for special meetings with as 
little as 24 hours of public notice, 
but those meetings can deal only 
with the specific item listed as the 
reason for the special meeting. 

There are no provisions in the 
Education Code that allow for less 
than one week’s notice for normal 
agenda items. If members of a gov- 
erning board, such as the ASI board 
of directors, attend ameeting where 
the board knowingly violates the 
Education Code, members can be 
subject to a misdemeanor criminal 
charge. 

The ASI board of directors’ 
meeting will begin at noon in the 
Forest Suite at the University Union.

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Schlemmer said. “We were discuss- 
ing ASI — the projects she was 
going to do and the stuff she was 
working on.” 

A member of the ASI board of 
directors who asked not to be named 
questioned whether the dinner 
charge was an appropriate use of 
student funds. 

“T would call the dinner personal,” 
the board member said. “We don’t 
have anything that says what a presi- 
dent can and cannot do with that 
credit card. I think the board should 
see all of her receipts and'they should

pass a regulation on spending.” 
ASI’s bylaws state: “Directors 
who obtain approval from the presi- 
dent to incur expenses related to 
ASI business” are eligible for reim- 
bursement. The bylaws do not men- 
tion who approves the president’s 
expenditures, or what the guide- 
lines are for credit card use. 
According to Schlemmer, the 


credit card exists primarily for trav- 


eling and unforeseen expenses. She 
said the executive director usually 
approves expenditures outside of 
travel. 

Schlemmer said she received the 
permission of Ackerson before us- 


ing the card for the El Torito din- 
ner. Ackerson confirmed this. 

“That is part of doing business,” 
Ackerson said. “I try to put the 
students in a traditional situation. 
This is a learning experience to pre- 
pare students to go out into the 
community.” 

Ackerson said in her professional 
opinion, the dinners were normal pro- 
cedures for a board of directors. 

‘There are probably some organi- 
zations that would never approve 
those expenditures,” she said. “There 
are no hard-and-fast rules, so what I 
use as my aan is my 25 years’ 
experience.”

CSUS dancers get their “Groove’ on

Zebra stripes, exotic lights, cock- 
tails and cigars are just a few of the 
ways in which Dale Scholl Dance/ 


Art seduces the audience into “Retro - 


Groove,” the season opener that 
brings the jazz lounges of the 1950s 
and ’60s to the CSUS Dancespace. 

The show begins the moment one 
walks through the doors. Lighted tropi- 
cal plants surround intimate cocktail 
tables topped with confetti and small 
snack dishes. Dancer Johnathan 
Cameron tends bar, serving up virgin 
drinks such as Honolulu Sling, which 
comes complete with an umbrella. 

The lounge patrons chat among 
themselves, sipping their drinks and 
awaiting the entertainment. Then, as 
the lights dim, Shelly Power emerges 
from the audience in a sleek black 
dress and positions herself on the 
single chair centerstage. 

Eric Vianelle, who ends up spend- 


ing most of the show in a drunken 


stupor, joins Power from the audience 
and serenades her with a voice-over 
that typifies his Mr. Smooth character. 
Power then steals all attention, slinking 
her way about the chair while lip- 
synching “Sway” by Julie London. 

Power’s solo, choreographed by 
Lisa Clark, introduces the first of 
three genres of retro lounge jazz in- 
terpreted by the show — Latin groove. 
As she disappears, the eight other 
dancers converge upon the stage for 
an upbeat mix of cha cha, at once 
super serious, then intermittently 
taken over by exaggerated smiles. 
The dancers go back and forth be- 
tween moving methodically to the 
beat and letting wildly loose. 

With the rest 
of the troupe 
shaking their 
bodies and their 
maracas behind 
him, the intoxi- 
cated Vianelle 
has trouble 
keeping him- 
self steady dur- 
ing the song 
“South of the 
Border” by 
Herb Alpert 
and the Tijuana 
Brass. Vianelle 
elicits laughs from the audience as he 
ultimately runs off stage with his 
hand over his mouth, presumably to 
find somewhere to vomit. 

After a comical lip-sync to Yma 
Sumac’s “Clamor’.by a thoroughly 
depressed Renee Lesti, the piece picks 
up the pace, giving both the dancers 
and the audience quite a workouta la 
Latin groove. At one point, the two 
men of the evening trade off carrying 
the women back and forth across the 
stage in all positions imaginable (Me- 
lissa Moore looks absolutely elegant 
as Cameron carries her upside down). 

In one of two solos that transition 
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Renee Lestli, with the Dale Scholl Dance/Art, twirls the baton for 
the audience, assisted by Johnathan Cameron and Eric Vianelle. 


the show into the next genre of lounge 
jazz, the once again inebriated 
Vianelle holds a martini kept fresh by 
Playboy bunny Mindee Kissinger as 
he lip synchs “Just Tell Her That I 
Love Her” by Dean Martin. 

The show then transitions to spy 
gtoove, a medley of themes from 
James Bond movies and TV shows 
such as “I Spy” and “Dragnet.” In an 
innovative 
scene cho- 
reographed 
by Clark, 
Cameron 
remains 
on-stage to 
be dressed 
as Bond by 
PACT 
Coleman 
aon sogd 
Kissinger. 
(The hour 
and 10 
minute 
program has no intermission). He is 
then joined by the women as they 
entice him, tire him and thrill him in 
sleek black, shiny silver and sexy 
zebra stripes. 

Unfortunately for dance fans, this 
piece seems to center around the 
music more than the choreography, 
which is practically inevitable when 
the music consists of 20 songs spliced 
together. Classic Bond lovers will 
not be let down by Scholl’s authentic 
renditions of the movies’ theme songs. 
However, the intricate program at- 
tests to the disconnectedness of the 
piece. | 


Although the high-energy “James 
Bond Theme” by Monte Norman and 
“Live and Let Die” by Paul 
McCartney engage the audience, the 
momentum of the piece gets lost dur- 
ing more subdued songs such as “For 
Your Eyes Only” by Sheena Easton 
and “Goldfinger” by Shirley Bassey. 
But then again, 007 does have his 
solitary, and his romantic, moments. 

Kissinger then heats up the stage 
for the final genre of the show — 
exotic groove. Dressed in skin-tight 
black, she covers the stage with sharp 
but fluid movements, lip-synching a 
very sexy “Fever” by Peggy Lee. 

In front of a tropical backdrop that 
includes pink palm trees, Vianelle 
enters the stage with a familiar glass 
in hand. He is ready for some enter- 
tainment, which is just what this last 
piece offers. 

Scholl takes full advantage of her 
dancers’ talents here. Wendy Lam and 
Moore grab the men’s attentions with 
theirexpert gymnastics while Lesti later 
makes them very nervous With her 
champion baton twirling. Then the 
women of the evening converge upon 
the stage forarubber snake free-for-all, 
moving seriously and sensuously in all 
directions to Mel Torme’s “I’m Com 
ing Home Baby.” én 

Though the show leaves Cameron 
in Vianelle’s arms, the audience is left 
in the atmosphere of the retro lounge, 
thoroughly transported from the ’90s. 

If lounges are a part of the retro 
revival of the ’90s, places such as 
Harlowe’s in Sacramento may soon 
provide the kind of entertainment show- 
cased by Scholl’s “Retro Groove.”

“Everybody is welcome. Prob- 
ably the most important thing for 
everyone to realize is that all of the 
concerts are free,” he said. 

“These are professional musi- 
cians who present similar programs 
for $15-$25 ticket prices or more. 
The Festival of New American 
Music serves the student commu- 
nity by providing them with the 
opportunity to hear something that 
they may have never heard before,” 
said Hills. 

“We encourage people to come 
and sample to see what they find,”

Although 
it only covered a portion of the 
$50,000 budget, the grant was sig- 
nificant in that it was twice as much 
as the largest award it ever received.

This ‘Dracula’ has no teeth 


Sacramento Theatre Company’s revival of Stoker’s classic sucks

Bram Stoker’s “Dracula” rose 
from the shadows Saturday to re- 
claim his place on the stage, but 
forgot his teeth in the shuffle. 

Under the direction of Stephen 
Rothman, the Sacramento The- 
atre Company has revived this 
Broadway classic. But to make a 
production of “Dracula” work, 
one of two things is essential: a 
flawless performance or a plot 
twist. 

This production tried for both, 
but fell short. 

In 1927, Hamilton Deane and 
John L. Balderston adapted Stoker’s 
novel for the stage, infusing the tale 
with humor. And in spite of their 
predictability, the jokes were amus- 
ing. But, for the most part, this 
production sucked them dry — if 
you’ ll pardon the expression. 

“T never drink wine,” Dracula 
says after being offered a glass. 

The semblance of humor is there, 


but Coates’ heart and soul just isn’t 
in the delivery. Then again, does 
Dracula have a soul? Maybe he is 
just acting the part. 

Few act his or her part better 
than Nick De Gruccio, who plays 
Dracula’s slave Renfield. 

De Gruccio’s performance is full 
of energy. One moment he is beg- 
ging Seward to save his soul, the 
next he is waxing poetic. Two sec- 
onds later, he is bounding across 
the stage to strangle someone — 
and that’s all in one breath. 


Described by Seward as a “life- } 


eating maniac,” Renfield’s hob- 
bies include eating flies, feeding 
flies to spiders and then eating 
his well-fed pets. 

“The blood is the life,” he says. 

Dracula owns Renfield, and the 
strength of that bond is almost as 
sensual as the connection between 
Dracula and his chosen bride, Lucy. 

Played by Dawnnie Mercado, 
Lucy isn’t the traditional damsel in 
distress. She is weak at first, but 
that is only because she is tired of 


being Dracula’s midnight snack. Af- 
ter Lucy has her first taste of blood, 
however, she quickly develops an 
unquenchable lust of her own — 
and she’11 use all her feminine wiles 
to lure her fiance into her web of 
desire. 

The fact remains that any red- 
blooded American could recognize 
Count Dracula. He doesn’t have a 
reflection and enjoys vilifying pure 
young women — and let’s not for- 
get his strained relationship with 
garlic. . 

Dracula is everywhere. Popular 
culture has recycled his story so 
many times, traces can be found 
everywhere from Anne Ricé’s vam- 
pire chronicles to Count Chocula 
breakfast cereal. | 

This production’s main flaw was 
in failing to bring fresh blood to the 
folktale. 

“Dracula” continues to play at

‘Arcadia’ showcases English humor

“Arcadia,” the newest produc- 
tion from the department of theatre 
arts, is an absorbing play whose 
time frame spans almost two centu- 
ries on the Derbyshire country es- 
tate of Lady Croom. 

The action begins in 1809 En- 
gland with the daughter of Lady 
Croom, Thomasina (played by 
Alison Lee), questioning her tutor, 
Septimus Hodge (Michael 
Olavarri), about carnal embrace. 

The play intermingles two time 
periods, recounting the 13-year-old 
girl’s many lessons with Septimus 
in 1809, and present: discussions 
with garden historian Hannah Jarvis 
(Michelle Wilhelmsen) and Bernard 
Nightingale (James Sauer), who de- 
bate the merits of famous poet Lord 
Byron. 

“An exercise that enacts its mul- 


tiple meanings” is how Ron Reisner, 
the dramaturg or literary consultant 


for the CSUS production, describes 


“Arcadia,” which opened Oct. 30 in 
the University Theatre. 

Reisner’s observation depicts the 
true nature of Tom Stoppard’s 
drama. Written in 1993, “Arcadia” 
makes -use of the more than 180 
years in which it was set by cover- 
ing a range of different topics: 
Newton’s laws of motion, iterated 
algorithms, “sexual congress” and 
the chaos theory. 


This vast array of ideas, how-- 


ever, should not scare off the scien- 
tifically and mathematically timid. 
Combined with the play’s different 
topics is an infusion of delightful 
characters and a haughty style of 
English humor. 

The landscape of the Derbyshire 
estate, called Sidley Park, becomes 
the point of interest between the 
two time periods as Lady Croom’s 


beloved garden is transformed into 
picturesque Gothic style, complete 
with a hired hermit. 

In the present day, historian 
Hannah is drawn to record the 
garden’s past at the request of the 
Croom family. This becomes an invi- 
tation for Hannah to explore not just 
the garden, but the “nervous break- 
down of the Romantic Imagination.” 

The multilayered action of the 
play takes place in the same room 
between the two periods. This al- 
lows the audience to focus more on 
the actions of the characters than on 
the period changes in the set. 

Central to the play is each main 
character’s quest for knowledge. 
Whether it be Bernard’s search to 
uncover Byron’s scandal, or 
Thomasina’s exploration of self- 
determination, or Hannah’s pursuit 
of Sidley Park’s hermit, their

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Football crumbles again to Portland State

Portland State University enjoys 
playing against Sacramento State. Last 
season, their first season in the Big Sky 
Conference, the Vikings got their first- 
ever Big Sky victory against the Hor- 
nets, winning 38-31 at home. Saturday 
night at Hornet Stadium, the Vikings 
won their first road game since 1995, 
beating the Hornets 27-13. 

Unfortunately for Sacramento State, 
the Hornets were that team that lost to 
PSU at home in 1995, falling 54-14. 

On their first possession Saturday 
night, the Hornets picked up where 
they left off the previous week against 
Cal State Northridge, moving the ball 
down the field at will. In the first quar- 
ter, Sacramento State ran the ball and 
dominated in time of possession. The 
Hornets controlled the ball for almost 
12 of the first 15 minutes. They also 
limited the Vikings to just seven offen- 
sive plays for a total of 3 yards. 

“Early on, we had difficulty run- 
ning the ball,” Portland State head 
coach Tim Walsh said. “They were 
bringing a lot of people up to the line

of scrimmage.” 

Hornet quarterback A.J. Bernhardt 
was six for eight in passing for 78 yards 
during the first quarter. 

In the wake of the come-from-be- 
hind performance and dramatic over- 
time loss against Northridge Oct. 25, it 
looked as if the Hornets were on the 
verge of their second Big Sky win 


Saturday against Portland State. 


Bernhardt entered the Northridge game 
in the. second half despite a shoulder 
injury and rallied the team from a 10- 
point deficit, but the Hornets’ momen- 
tum against Portland collapsed toward 
the end of the first quarter. By the end 
of the game, Bernhardt was only 11 of 
21 for 148 yards and two interceptions. 

“Tl had’ plenty of <time,:’ 
Bernhardt said. “I? ve got to elimi- 
nate those interceptions.” 

Bernhardt brought the team down 
inside Portland State’s 10-yard line 
twice during the first half, but Sacra- 
mento State had to settle for two field 
goals from Scott Brown. 

“I’m disappointed we didn’t get 
into the end zone twice in goal line

situations,” Sacramento State head 
coach John Volek said. “When you 
get that close, you’ ve got to get into 
the end zone.” 

One bright spot for the Hornet 
offense was the establishment of a 
running game. The draw play worked 
well against the Vikings. On third 
and four from the Portland State 43- 
yard line, Sacramento State kept the 
ball on the ground instead of passing 
and got the first down on a 5-yard run 
by DeCarlos Anderson. 

In each game this season, a differ- 
ent player has stepped up on offense 
for the Hornets. Against Portland 
State, freshman running back Charles 
Roberts solidified himself as 
Sacramento’s go-to guy in the 
backfield. Roberts became the first 
Sacramento State rusher this season 
to gain over 100 yards in a single 
- game, rushing 28 times for 183 yards, 
and averaging 6.5 yards per carry. It 
was the most rushing yards by an 


individual Hornet in a game since 
Troy Mills in 1991. 

“Starting as a true freshman and 
knowing I have him for four years is 
exciting,” Volek said of Roberts. 

The Vikings also have been getting 
great performances out of their fresh- 
men as well. Last week, Portland State 
upset Montana State 44-0 behind the 
effort of redshirt freshman quarterback 
Jimmy Blanchard, who came in after 
starting quarterback Tyson Parsons left 
the game with a shoulder separation on 
justthe third play of the game. Blanchard 
started in place of Parsons Saturday 
and completed 24 of 32 passes for 265 
yards against the Hornets. 

“Once the ground game started 
working, we were able to open it up 
through the air and we kept them hon- 
est,” Blanchard said. 

Running back Charles “Chip” 
Dunn, another PSU freshman, also 
had an excellent game. Dunn ran the 
ball 30 times for 165 yards and two 
touchdowns, and averaged 5.5 yards 


per carry. 


“I think the passing game opened up 
a lot of opportunities for me,’ Dunn 
said. “I think without the passing game 
I wouldn’t have done as well.” 

Blanchard politely disagreed 
with Dunn. 

“T think it’s the exact opposite,” 
Blanchard said. “He and the offensive 
line ran the ball so well they opened up 
the pass.” 

Despite the victory, Portland State 
head coach Tim Walsh was not im- 
pressed with his team’s performance. 

“I don’t think we played an in- 
spired football game, but we were 
able to execute well enough to win,” 
Walsh said. 

The Hornets, now 1-7 for the sea- 
son, travel next Saturday to Weber 
State still in search of their second Big 
Sky win. 

“It’s disappointing to me that we 
know we can play with these teams,” 


Volek said. “We’ve got to quit making — 


these errors and get some wins. Men- 
tally, we’ve got to get ourselves over 
the hump.”
